WasuHineton, October 30.—An_ intervtew 


with Colonel C. W. Moulton, brother-in lew 
of Senator John Sherman, and a prominent 
lawyer of Cincinnati, credits to him 
with remarkable and suggestive state- 
ments relative to the attitude 
of Ohio republicans toward President Arthur.

I donot believe 
Ohio will support Mr. Artburif he is nomi 
nated next year. You can bave no notion of 
the unpopularity of Mr. Arthurin Ohio. He 
has shocked the people beyond measure 
by his treatment of Garfield’s old 
and tried friends. Where is there 2 
Garfield man in office now? I don’t kmow of 
one in Ohio nor out of it. Since 1 have got 
to talking aboutit I.wishtorepeat it as my 
conviction thatif Mr. Arthur is nominated 
by the republican national convention next 
ear the Ohio republicans will not support 
is nomination. There are a great many 
things which I will not now speak of that 
lead me tothis belief, and furnish ample 
reason forit, too. I donot know what Mr. 
Sherman thinks about it, because he and I 
have not talked about Ohio matters lately. 
am not responsible for any 
one’s opinion but my own. I have 
told you what I believe, and if it comes toa 
test you will see that [am right. To-day the 
democrats haye . bsolute possession of Ohio, 
a thing which bas not occurred before for 35 
years. They have everything in the state 
worth haying. It would be almost impossi- 
ble for the republicans to carry the state next 
year, with all the machinery of the state gov- 
erinent against us, no matter how strong the 
candidate might be, but to take a man whom 
his ewa party will not support would be ab- 
solute insanity. Now you bave my opinion,”

Her Father Acknowledges the KReeelpt of a Letter 
From ithe Wayward Gir). 


Sr. Lovurs, Ocwber 3) —News isreceived at 
last of the missing girl, Mary Churchill, who 
disappeared mysteriously from her facher’s 
residence one Moncay evening in July last. 
Her father, Colonel Jas. Churchill, received 
a letter from his daughter, dated the 25th in- 
stant, and wailed at Indianapolis the 29th. 
He refuses to make he contents public, but 
furnishes the following card for publication: 

“Tothe public: Aftera suspense of three 
months, ] am to-day in receipt of a letter 
from my daughter, Mary Churchill, mailed 
from 2 distant city. As all the papers ail 
over the country, have accorded me every 
faciluy within their power and in many 
cases at great expense, im my search, pbot- 
withstanding the injunction imposed by my 
daughter t@ withhold from publication the 
contents of this letter,a sense of duty which 
I owe my friends impels me _ to 
give its purport, which | herewith at- 
tach, as folivws: “October 25, 1883.—My Fa- 
ther: I write to let you know that I am alive 
and well. Iam not on the stage as you sup- 

d, nor have I eluped. On, how could 
you think so, when ¢ cared so little for gen- 
tlemen’s society? I um earning my own 
living honestly. Teach my little sisters and 
darling little brothers to think kindly of 
their sister.’ Colonel Churchill expresses 
the utmost confideacein the authenticity of 
the letter, and buth be and his wife identify 
the handwriting perfecily.

LABOR 


ASSEMBLED AGITATORS. 


American, Frenchman, Englishman and Spaniard 
er. 


Paris, October 30.—The international labor 
conference continued its session to-day. 
Great diversity of opinion prevails among 
the delegates. The subject of international 
legisiation was resumed, but the 
discussion degenerated into | 
The French delegates again 
urged state intervention. Workingmen, it 
was said, ought to form a political party and 
if necessary resort to force. The admission 
of foreign workingnien. to the French syndi- 
cate chamber was demanded Henry Broad- 
hurst, honorary president of the 
conference, demanded a complete 
liberty of action and the suppression of co- 
ercive coalitions. He argued that complete 
harmony existed in Engiand between the 
working andthe middle classes. He adyo- 
cated legislation only forthe protection of 
women and children, and he repuciated vio- 
lence. Broadhurst added that. two English 
cabinet ministers supported the trades’ 
unions, and said he only regretted that 
Frauee was not similariy situated. At the 
eveping session an Englishman named Bur- 
nett addressed the meeting He emphasized 
the fiiendly sentiments of the Eoglish work- 
ingmen toward the French, and 
dweit upon the benefits of the tradesunions, 
He expected no immediate result from the 
present conference, but thought it would lay 
the future basis of an internation trades un- 
ion. Governments, he said sought war while 
workingmen wished peace, union and pre- 
gress. His speech was heartily applauded. 
Several of the Spanish delegates made 
speeches advocating the progressist policy. 
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LORN& ON FED#RATION. 


He Feara Stroug Provinctal Gevernments as Tending 
oward tebeillen. 


Toronto, Ontario, October 30 —-A special ca- 
ble dispatch from London to the Globe says 
the Contemporary Review for November, is- 
sued to-day (Tuesday), contains an article by 
the marquis of Lorne, late governor general 
of the dominion, entitled ‘‘Canadian Home 
Rule.” Tt was written in com- 
pliance with a request to _ furnish 
notes suggestive of steps that might be taken 
to meet the demand for homerule for Ire- 
land, or to providethe same having bearing 
upon Australia. fhe marquis discussed the 
chief points of the federal government of 
Canada, indicates the individual rights re 
served to the different provinces, and dwells 
specially upon the danger which must arise 
should one member of the confederation be- 
come strong enough to oppose the will of 
the central government. Lord Lorne geclares 
that should a feeling be developed stronger 
than the feeling of loyalty to the general 
government, the American civil war may be 
repeated in Canada, An inequality of 
Strength among the various members of the 
cogfederation would be the best guarantee 
against this. The conclusion drawn is, that 
the experience of the American states shows 
that while purely local matters may be left to 
the control of local assemblies, it is all i1m- 
portant that the province should be organized 
of such strength as to be able to formulate a 
policy looking to a conflict with the rest of 
the country.

THE EXTENT OF THE FAILURE. 

New York, October 30.—Thbe > Conimercial 
Advertiser publishes the following: The cot- 
ton firm of Morris Ranger & Co.,of Liverpool, 
which suspended to-day, is one of the largest 
in England, and is composed of Morris 
Ranger alone. The firm was establithed 
in 1268. At the house of Fatwan & Co., 
on Broad street, whom Ranger was supposed 
torepresent abroad, it was stated to-day 
that no pews beyond the announcement of 
the failure had been received by the firm, 
and it was not believed that any American 
houses will be in the least alflected by the 
Ranger suspension, Fatwan & Co., deny 
having any businegs reletions with the sus- 
pended firm, and can throw no light on the 
extent of the failure, or as to the parties 
involyed in this country. The firm are re- 
ported to have bought in, or made settle 
ments for a heavv amount of Septemberand 
October short cotton, but they have antici- 
pated this by suspending to-day. Their sbort 
contracts outstanding are estimated at from 
100,000 to 190,000 bales. 


Effect of the Fallure In the South. 

A CoLsTiTUTION man asked Mr. Sam Inman 
what effect the failure would have Ga the cot- 
ton market. Said he: 

“I do not think there will be any change 
worth mentioning. The news of failure 
must have been received in New York early 
in the day yet no fiuctuation worth speaking 
of occurred in ‘the price of cotton. The 
failure was not aliogether a surprise, end the 
market, 1 might say, was ready to brace up 
against the shock. Ido not think that we 
will feel the failare.”’ 

Oi Mr. Ranger Mr. Inman said: 

“He is aremarkable man. He is, 
the Napoleon of the cotton world. Aji his 
ideas and schemes are Napoleonic. If the 
crop had been as he caiculated he wou'd 
have made an immense amount of money, 
but as it is he loses a great deal.”’

The Discussion of the Lonqguin War in the Chima 
ber of Depuiics. 

Lonpon, October 30.—A 
Paris states that the French government, in 
view of the war like attitude of China, will 
ask the chamber for a much larger credit for 
the expenses of the expedition in Tonquin 
than was originally intended. Even should 
Cbina only remain on the defensive, the larg- 
er reinforcements of troops will be required 
in Tonguin. The government does nut ex- 
pect defeat in the chamber on its. Tonquin 
policy, The Figaro publishes a report that 
the governor of the Chinese province of Yun- 
nun, with 1,400 troops, has received orders to 
enter Tonquin, and occupy Coo Bang, avout 
130 miles north of Hanoi, the French head- 
qu .rters, 

Tine Chinese legation scout the idea that 
the arrival of French reintorcements in 
Tonquin will end all resistance to the de- 
mands of France. _Ia the chamber of depu- 
ties to-day M. Granet,; member of the ex- 
treme left, interpolated the government upon 
its policy in Tonquin, and requested an ex 
planation of the onjects sougutto be obtained 
and the means of conducting the expedition 
lu that country. M. Granet pointed out 
what were apparent contradictions of tbe 
exisiing information which had been if

M. Granet reproached the government with 
concealing the facts and distrusting the patri- 
olism of the chawbers.

Tue 
errors of the government had compromised 
the country. The present moment wasa 
critical one, and France should turn her eyes 
toward the passage of the Vosges. M. Challe 
mel Lacour, minister of foreign affairs, in 
reply to the remarksof M. Granet, repudiated 
the idea of the Tonquin expedition being an 
adventure. The French were, be said, en- 
countering mere formidable opposition than 
had been expected, but the difficulties were 
far from insurmountable. China 
had availed herself of the blockade of the 
coast of Annam to claim her suzerety, and 
home opposition had used it. At this point 
the speaker was interrupted by MM. Papon, 
Clemenceap, and Dourville, who proteSted 
against the remarks. Resuming, Cnallemel 
Lacour said, that the governmeat had no in- 
tention of edvancing upon Hue, bat it became 
necessary to strike a resounding blow, The 
speaker justified the occupation of Hue 
and the forts, which had resuited in the 
treaty and the clearing up of the situation. 
The chamber then took a recess, Upon the 
resumption of tne sitting, M. Cnalieme! 
Lacour continued. He said the government 
had failed in noue of their evgagements, nor 
was there any contradiction bei ween their acts, 
In a word, no important event bad occurred 
necessitating an early convouking of parlia- 
ment, The French were the master of turee- 
fourths of the Red river delta, and the ene- 
my occupied but two importaut places, from 
which remmforcements would dislodge them.

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DYNAMITB IN LONDON. 


Tt we Terrible Explosions, Which are Attributed to the 
‘enlans. 

Lonpon, October 31.-- About 8 o’clock last 
evening @ terrible explosion occurred near 
Praed street, Underground station, on the 
Metropojitan railway. On the first alarm a 
strong cogdon of police was summoned to 
preserve order and keep the way clear, and 
Lo convey wounded people to hospitals. The 
passengers who were on the train say that 
there was‘a loud report like that of a cannon, 
and then darkness. | 

Glasywas broken and splinters of wood 
flew about the car, cutting and ewounding 
many passengers. For awhile confusion 
reigped supreme. ‘Toe train, which was 
crowded, contained principally country visi- 
tors returning from the fisheries exhibition. 
aA train traveled steadily ahead, though 
the concusion smasbed nearly all the lamps 
in the Praed street and caus- 
ed much damage to the permanent 
way, W hen the train reached 
the next station, Edgeware road, the firs! ef- 
fort Was made to rescue the wounded. Some 
were dreadfuliy burned, but more were pros- 
trated by fright. The worst damage was done 
to the two rear cars, which were mere skele- 
tous. AJ) sorts of theories are advanced as to 
the cause of the explosion, but the general 
Opinion of railway officials and of ex- 
perts is that the disaster was caused 
by soine &&plosive material, which had been 
placed probably in the rear most carriage. It 
is believed that about forty persons were in- 
tured, someof them dangerously. Almost 
siniultaneously with the Praed street affair a 
violent explosion occurred on the under- 
ground railway between Charing Cross and 
Westminster stations. The windows of 
Pehe scotnalling stations of the tunnel 
over yTuaicered, and at Charing Cross the 
zlass rooi of the station partly collapsed. The 
report was like that of artillery. The effects 
were iike those of the Praed street explosion. 
Carriage lamps, windows, etc., were smashed. 
All trafic was suspended for awhile. Though 
both explosions are matters of the greatest 
mystery, they are generdlly thought to have 
been of Fenian origin. ~

ENGLISH POLITICS.

resort, This way of going to a man’s house after 
dark, dragging him from his bed and family 
and whipping him unmercifully, no matter how 
mean aud trifling he may be, should not be re- 
sorted to until the virtue of the law has been put 
to the test and its strength exhauseted. To unite 
with other men or get them to combine with you, 
and, under cover of darkness, overpower and beat 
sour neighbor, because of some ill feeling you may 

arbor against him, is low down, mean, dispicable 
and cowardly—actions of which no gentleman or 
brave man would be guilty. Letthe law take its 
course.

A RESUME OF THE ARGUMENT. 

In the discussion within the last three 
months of the various phases of federal taxa- 
tion, we have considered the magnitude of 
the interests involved and their bearings on 
the whole country, but with special reference 
to Georgia. 

We have set forth as the lind underlying 
principle of all taxation the mul- 
tiplicity of services between the gov- 
ernment and ti e governed. The services of 
government should be great, in direct pro- 
portion to their cost in the federal govern- 
ment. As its cost has risen, its services has 
sunk, and they have now become a negative 
quantity—the government, as administered, 
doing more harm than good. It has be- 
come the ally of oppression instead of our 
savior from it. We have seen that of the 
maxims of taxation—equality—knowledge by 
the tax-payers—freedom from  waste— 
have been directly violated, . while 
the fourth maxim, as to convenience of pay- 
ment, has been twisted to evil purposes, like 
chloroform, used not for ease but for robbery. 
-The principles being thus violated the prac- 

tical ends we have seen to be worse even than 
the theoretical. It is in the quantitative 
study of federal taxation indeed that we find 
‘its enormous evils first fully revealed. We 
have no mere preamble to complain of, as 
did our revolutionary fathers, but a long 
series of atts bearing heavily on the whole 
people. Hundreds of millions of dollars are 
invoived annually in the matter of federal 
taxation—perhaps a billion, equal to the 
French indemnity @very year. 

The mind unaided cannot take in the 
amount; and so we have endeavored to bring 
them within grasp by comparison with other 
expenses,as with those of the state government 
and with the past expenses of the federal goy- 
erment itself. 

All the state goyernmentsput together raise 
about 52 million—the federal government in 
1882 over 400 million of actual taxes aside from 
incidents. 

But the 400 miliions is the nominal cost—- 
not the real cost of the federal government. 
The incidents of prutection and waste exceed 
the direct cost. The fair balance sheet would 
exhibit probably more than 1,000 millions per 
annum. The state taxes as we have seen are 
levied on property returned at 17 billions of 
doliars. The state rate percents in this same 
average about three mills on the dollar, the 

ounty rates about four mills, the federal 
rate about twenty-four mills. Now, fifteen 
mills is regarded a high city tax—with all the 
special expenses and advantages of municipal 
life. Again, comparing the present budgets 
ef the United States with the past, we have 
seen that five years of present taxation ex- 
ceed the whiole period before the war—the 
first seventy years of the republic. By com- 
parison with the Tecent past we have seen 
ap increase in five years, from 1878 to 1882, 
of 160 millions of dollars—in_ time 
of profound peace —a sum ex- 
ceeding taree times the 8g- 
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gregate cost of all the state governments put 
together; and this a mere increase, piled on 
already huge extravegance. Comparing state 
and federal services, we have seen that our 
benefits come from the state, our burdens 
from the federal government. We have seen 
that while the state constitutions have been 
all along undergoing perpetual mod- 
ifications and improvements in this 
Vital matter of taxation, the _ fed- 
eral constitution has been .unimproved, and 
the federal practice has gone from bad to 
worse. and now openiy avyows worse and yet 
worse intentions. We have that the

The external influences, especially on. peace 
and war, and so on the most profuse source of 
expenditure and destruction, we have ‘also 
seen. The beneficent effects have been illus- 
trated by the immense upward strides of Great 
Britain under free trade and by our own loss 
of our due share of the commerce of the 
world—lost to us by our senseless and tricked 
navigation laws; one phase of mischievous 
“protection.” 

Such have Leen the results of one investiga- 
tion of the federal system of taxation. When 
official figures were obtainable we have used 
them. When for want of official estimates 
we were compelled to use unofficial, we have 
adopted the lower rather than the higher 
estimates of the best experts. The only an- 
swer to all these arguments are certain 
old effete fallacies urged by the  igno- 
rant, and yet more by the interested—and 
impressed on dupes. The students of politi- 
cal and social economy, and of history, are 
as well agreed on their principles as are as- 
tronomers on the Newtonian system. In 
the whole discussion not an appeal has 
been made to any agrarian or communistic 
the strictly 
founded on the right of property—this right 
to go, simply with the learning of it. 

We have osis of the 
condition of the country as to federal taxation. 

It ought to be well and widely understood, 
for the knowledge of our disease is the first 
step towards a remedy. The 
tution is a noble heritazge—now greatly abus- 
ed. It is full of splendid possibilities. Its 
proper administration is both simple and 
cheap. Its present bad administration gives 
us government, both bad and costly—full of 
corruption, public and private. Nothigg that 
government can possibly do would repay us 
for such corruptions. But the more it costs, 
the less apt is it to do even what it can. 

THE ConstTItUTIOoN has endeavored to throw 
strong and honest light on the subject, and 
we commend it to the study of the people, 
and of their agents and rulers. The reform 
of federal taxation rises far above all mere 
party politics—it is the great present problem 
of genuine statesmanship.

Important Decision by dodge Nammoeond That May be 
Carried te The Unit. d States Supreme Court. 

A few days ago Judge Hammond went to 
Canton to hold court in chambers for Judge 
Brown in certain cases over the hearing of 
wiich Judge Brown was disqualified to pre- 
side. Aymong the causes submitted was that 
of A. J. Covington, et. al. vs. McA fee, 
et. al. ona petition foran in junction. The case 
arose upon a judgment based upon an action 
of trover, which judgment was re ndered on 
the 5th of August, 1867. The defendant had 
taken a homestead under the constitution of 
1868. The judgment was in favor of Eliza C 
Patterson, administratrix, and was le vied 
upou the homestead property of Covington, 
and it was sought to subject said property to 
the judgment. 

In this effort the property was sold and 
McAfee, as sheriff of Cherokee county, was 
seeking to dispossess Covington and place the 
purchaser in possession. Covington peti- 
tioned for an injunction to restrain the 
sheriff and the other parties from this pro 
ceeding, and upon this petition the hearing 
was had. 

Judge Hammond after a careful and 
thorough study of the law and the facts in 
the case, has just rendered his decision, the 
gist of which is: 

“Tam of the opinion that an execution —— 
ed upon ajudgment, rendered August 5, 1867, 
in favor of Eliza C. Patterson, Sdiainiatze: 
trix, vs. Andrew J. Covington, the complain- 
ant in the bill, could not lawfully sell the 
homestead property, set apart under the 
constitution of 1868, to said Covington, 
said judgment not having been 
founded upon a contract and not being with- 
in itself, in my opinion, acontract within the 
meaning of article 1, section 10, paragraph 1, 
of the constitution of the United States. 
Therefore the injunction is granted.”’ 

lt wili be seen at once that this isan im- 
portant and far reaching.decision; so far as 
homestead properties iff: Mériain conditions 
are affected, and it is expected that 
the case will be contested further 
under this decision and finally pass under re- 
view in the supreme court of the United 
States. It involves a constitutional question, 
which, being thus raised, can only tind abso- 
lute settlement in the opini om that may be 
passed upon it by the supreme national tri- 
bunal,

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GSORGIA’S CONVICTS. 


The Penitentiary Companies avd The Marietta and 
North Georgia Rallroad Company. 

Yesterday the..argument. closed in the in- 
junction case which has been engaging Judge 
Hammond for several days past, as he could 
spare the time from the regular Sessions of 
the court. The case presents some new ques- 
tions affecting the penitentiary system of 
Georgia, and has therefore attracted general 
attention in the state. There had been some 
disagreemnent between the penitentiary com- 
panies andthe Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad prior to this and a suit was pending 
to settle their relative rights to the convicts, 
The present difficulty, however, arises out of 
some very recent events. : 

Before the legislature atits recent sessier 
was sprung the question of the relation. of-the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad to the 
convicts of the state held byit: whether they 
had more than the law allowed; whether 

hey were properly cared for; whether the 
contract with the state was being fully and 
faithfully carried out? *After a long investi- 
gation by a joint committee a report was sub- 
mitted declaring that the road should have 
enough convicts to keep its number at 250 for 
three years or until the road and its branches 
should be complete. In pursuance of a reso- 
lution carrying out this recommendation the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad com- 
pany asked of the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary the remaining bumber of con- 
viéts due them. Immediately wo this de- 
mand he was served with a smporary ili- 
junction to prevent his pomptiane e and a bill 
for an injunction was presented to Judge 
Hammone. The counsel for the peniten- 
tiary companies Nos. 2 and 5 are ex-Governor 
J. M. Smith and Hopkins & G.enn, The first 
of. these companies is composed of J. T. & 
W. D. Grant and the latter of Bb. G. Lockett 
& Co. The counsel for the road are bL..F. 
Abbott and Hoke Smith. 

In the bill it is claimed by the penitentiary 
companies that they have a contract with the 
state which entitles them to the convicts 
claimed by the road under the recent act. 
They say that the act divests them of vested 
rights and hence is illegal and ought not to 
executed. They claim that the road 

already received more convicts 
than it is entitled to. The defend- 
ants in their answer to the bill say: 

1. That the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad never has had all the convicts it was 
entitled to under the act of 1876. 

. That the court cannot entertain a bill for 
ifijunc tion against the principal keeper of the 
peaitentiary, who is a part of the executive 
department and proposes to act under a law 
directing that department. 

That complainants had no legal organi- 
zation or corporate existence at the date of 
their contract with the state 

i. That the control of convicts comes under 
the police power of be state, and is subject 
at all times to the tion of the genera! as- 
sembly; and that, | general assembly cau 
nake a contract Cm this subject which will 
bind its successors. 

The case was argued on these general points 
in a fine legal contest between counsel. The 
argument was opened Saturday by Judge 
Hopkins tor the bill and by Mr. Hoke Smith 
for the defendants. Yesterday it was con- 
cluded. In closing for the defendants Mr. b. 
F Abbott made a strong ergument, 
showing a thorough knowledge of .the law 

and the facts, and presenting both in avery 
clear and forcible manner. 

Governor Smith made the fina! argument 
for the bill. He spoke in his usual strong 
style, setting forth the case of the applicauts 
in all bearings, and referring to the au- 
thorities fre: quently to sustain his positions.
